On administration papers issued in 
Illinois and not effective legally in Mis-

Trol] 
further says he proposes to recover the 
value of the stocks and bonds from the 
trust company, tn the event that he fails 
to recover it from Gauen. 

“Troll has sent several representatives 
down here to see me,” Gauen told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at Waterloo, 
Friday, “but I only took them fishing. 
As far as the trust company is con- 
cerned, if I have worried its officails by 
my little financial coup, I'm glad of it.” 


Signed His Own Papers. 


Gauen is Clerk of Monroe County, I. 
He had to sign the letters of ad- 
ministration issued to himself. Imme-

‘% Mental and Physical Wreck, 
He Fxpires at Summer 
Home.

NEW LONDON, Conn., Aug. W.— 
Richard Mansfield is dead. Re-enact- 
ing in déiirium the famous lines that 
prought him out of abject poverty to 
the rank of the greatest actor of his 
day, he passed away at 6 o’clock this 
morning, at his summer residence, Sev- 
en Oaks. 

The death of this wizard of the stage 
Was as tragic as any of the long lis. 
of melancholy roles that he played in 
the days of his triumphs. About his 
bedside were grouped the members of 
his family, but he did not know them. 
A mental and physical wreck, he fan- 
cied the little group about the bed were 
there to pay tribute to his ability as 
an actor, and until he sank into the 
coma that preceded his death he mum- 
bled alom through the lines that are 
familiar to every American who knows 
the drama. 

Nervous System Shattered. 

Mansfield’s death was not unexpected 
by those who surrounded him, but for 
some reason the public had not been 
taken into the confidence of the fam- 
ily, and had been assured that’ the 
actor’s condition was excellent. 

It was known, however, that, in ad- 
dition to the disease of the liver which 
was the direct cause of death, Mr. 
Manesfield’s health had been utterly 
shattered by the long years of intense 
hervous strain under which he labored 
as a constant contributor to the worid’s 
dramatic art. It Was known that he 
might be cured of the one malady, but 
that from the complications he would 
never recover. 

The critical turn for the worse set in 
last week. Up to that time Dr. A. H. | 
Allen, a local physician, had been in 
charge since Mr. Mansfield’s arrival 
from Saranac Lake, N. Y. On Thurs- 
day Dr. McClellan was summoned from 
Pittsburg, and those of Mr. Mansficld’s 
friends who were aware of the hasty 
summons sent to the Pittsburg physi- 
cian realized that it was the beginning 
of the end. 

Family Witnessed the End. 

In the room when the great actor 
breathed his last were Mr. Mansfieid’s 
wife, who for years before their mar- 
riage was a member of his company; 
his brother, Felix Mansfield, and his 
young son, Gibbs, as wel) as the physi- 
clans and nurses. 

From incoherent mutterings and feeble 
efforts to rehearse the splendid gestures 
of his stage life, the dying man sank 
into a stupor, failing to recognize the 
anxious watchers at his bedside. From 
this coma he never emerged, and at 6 
o clock he passed away.

The injury 
that will cause him to submit to an 
operation when he recovers from the 
last shaking up is the one-year-old frac- 
ture of the skull.

SAYS. HE WAS 
FRED $43,000 
OR WA TAYLOR 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—A dispatch to the 
Tribune from Indianapolis says: Win- 
field T. Durbin, Governor of Indiana 
from 1901 to 1905, made the sensational 
statement last night that soon after 
his inauguration as Governor attempts 
were made to bribe him to turn over 
William A. Taylor, Kentucky's refugee 
Governor, to the authorities of that 
State for trial on the charge of con- 
spiracy to assassinate Senator Goebel. 

The sum offered former Gov. Durbin, 
according to his cwn statement, was 
$93,000 in cash. Mr. Durbin said that 
Taylor had been advised of the attempt- 
ed bribery after it was made, and was 
cognizant of all that had transpired at 
the meeting at which the $93,000 was of- 
fered. 

Former Gov. Durbin said the first ef- 
forts to bribe him came in the shape 
of invitations to meet ‘certain gentle- 


men in Cincinnati’ to discuss the con- 
nection of Taylor with the Goebel mur- 
der. He declined the invitation. saying 
he would give no consideration to the 
case outside of his own office. 

State Senator Binkley, since dead, was 
then asked to come to Cincinnati. He 
met a number of Kentuckians in a 
hotel there by appointment. They told 
him they were anxious to have Taylor 
returned to Kentucky for trial, that 


there remained a total of $93,000 In the 
$100,000 appropriation voted by the Legis- 
lature. All this, they said, would be 
cheerfully paid to the Indiana Execu- 
tive if he would gurrender Taylor to 
the Kentucky authorities or make it 
possible for them to get him across the 
Ohio River into that State.

This orai 
nance permits frame buildings to ke 
built within the fire lines if they are 
7 feet from the inside line of a street 
and the same distance from other build- 
ings. 

Victor McShane, attorney for the resi- 
dents, says he has been unable to ex- 
amine the plans, because the promoters 
have heretofore alleged, whenever an 
examination was about to be made, that 
those submitted were only tentative. 

May Not Get License.

Climbs to Top of Pole and 
Rescues Man Unconscious 
by Shock. 





HIS CLOTHING. ABLAZE 





Partner Loosens Victim’s Grip 
on Live Wire and Lowers 
Him With Rope.

With his canvas gloves and the 
sleeves of his jumper ablaze and burn- 
ing the flesh and his whole body rigid 
with 2300 volts of electricity passing 
through it, Jacob Mohr hung in agony 
on an electric light pole until torn 
from what seemed to be certain death 
by Martin May, another § eleetrician. 
Mohr will probably lose both hands, soe 
badly were they burned. 

Both men are employed by the Bell 
Telephone Co. Mohr is married and lives 
at 2133 Carr strete. He is 35 years old. 
May is unmarried and lives at 2937 Man- 
chester avenue. They have worked to- 
gether for 15 years. 

On Top of the Pole. 

The two men were at work at Reilly 
and Courtois streets, Mohr was at the 
top of a pole. May was at the base of 
the next pole west. Suddenly Foreman 
Miller called to May: 

“Mart., Jake’s gone. 
him down.” 

“You can easily imagine,’’ said May 
in telling about it, ‘“‘that I was greatly 
shocked at being told that my old 
friend had met his death—for we all 
thought then that it was nothing short 
of death. 

“IT looked up and saw that his gloves 
and sleeves were ablaze. I knew our 
wires couldn't do that and I knew that 
to handle the others without rubber 
gloves meant death. I knew that to 
take hold of Mohr barehanded then 
meant the Jjsame thing for me. 

‘**Get meithe gloves,’ I said to Miller, 
and he threw them out of the wagon. 
I did not put on climbers as the pole 
Was Sp.ded. 

‘“‘Mohr was still standing in his climb- 
ers, which were sunk into the pole, 
his left hand grasped twe Union elec- 
tric ight wires and his right an iron 
brace. He hung backward at the waist 
by his safety strap. He was what we 
call ‘shorted,’ that is, he had made of 
his body a short circuit, being grounded 
somehow through the brace—how, I do 
not know. 

Reaches His Comrade. 

“T got up the pole to him as quickly 
as I could. With my rubber gloves on 
| tugged at his left hand until I got it 
loose of the wires. It was easy then 
to take off his right one. His gloves 
and sleeves were still blazing and he 
was unconscious. I slapped the blaze 
out as hest I could with my hands. 

“‘He had a ‘head line’ of rope and 
I tied it about his body under the arms. 
Below men had already raised an ex- 
tension ladder against the pole and to 
that I lowered him, being secured by 
my own safety strap. Others carried 
him to the ground. Miller had already 
telephoned for an ambulance. 

“Once on the ground Mohr was able to 
talk a little, but could not tell how he 
came to get caught. 

Lost Baby Short Time Ago. 

Mohr was taken to the Alexian Broth- 
ers’ Hospital and it was stated there 


that he will lose both hands, as ampu- 
tation will be necessary. Mohr has one 
child, a girl of 5 years. He lost a baby 
only two months ago. He and May 
came to St. Louis together nine years 
ago and went to work for the Bell com- 
pany on the same day. They had 
worked together over the West as line- 
men for half a dozen years before 
that.

It Will Cost $550 a Mile to Damp- 
en the Dust ‘Next Year.

The telegraph operators of the Ar- 
mour packing plant in East St. Louis, 
who have been out on strike, returned 
to work Friday, the strike having been 
settled so far as that plant {is con- 
cerned. 

The settlement was the result of a 
conference at the Planters in St. Louis, 
following the announcement of Presi- 
dent Small Tuesday giving the men of 
each local the right to settle. In the 
conference were J. R. Butler of Chi- 


'cago, superintendent of :1l of the Ar- 


mour operators; C. R. Perkins of East 
St. Louis, in charge of the East St. 
Louis operators of the firm, and T. W. 
Morgan, one of the operators. 

The men say that they are to receive 
an increase in pay, but the plant Is to 
be ‘‘fopen shop.”’” They decline to say 
hew much the increase is. The pay 
heretofore has been $90 for the first 
year, $9 for the second and $100 for 
the third year. |

Think They See End. 

Supt. Frankel of the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. and Supt. Mudge of the 
Postal, expressed the opinion Friday 
that the telegraphers’ strike has spent 
its force. Mr. Frankel said that he had 
150 operators at work, and Supt. Mudge 
said that he had 75 per cent of his 
normal force at the keys, and that re- 
ceipts of the company are practically 
what they were at this time last year. 

‘There will be no settlement of the 
strike,’’ said Supt. Frankel. ‘She com- 
pany has taken the position that it will 
not treat with the union, and it will 
fight out the battle along this line. The 
operators went over the head of their 
president and called a strike. They had 
no grievance, and there is consequently 
nothing to submit to arbitration. 

Men May Go Back, 

“The strikers who desire to return to 
work will be taken back, provided they 
have done nothing to make themselves 
objectionable. The ‘four-flushers,’ of 
course, we do not want. It may as Avell 
be understood that the Western Union 
will never settle with the ‘Telegraphers’ 
Union. We do not object to unien men. 


All we ask is that the operators render 
honest service for honest pay.’’ 

“The strike is all over.”’ said Supt. 
Mudge of the Postal. ‘“‘The strikers are 
coming back to work here, and many of 
them are going to worx in other cities. 
[I have 75 per cent of my usual ferce of 
eperators, and the receipts of the office 
are normal. We are hand'ing business 
promptly between all points.”’ 

Lying on Supt. Mudge’s desk was a 
membership card of one of the strikers. 
He returned to work ‘Thursday and in 
the mail Friday he sent his union card, 
torn in two, and a letter saving that he 
had always been well treated and was 
sorry that he walked out. 


Machines Working. 
The Row'and telegraph machine, 
which has been installed in the Postal 
office, is working perfectly, Mr. Mudge 


\said. The machine, he said, had caused 
four bonus wires between St. Louis and 
Chicago to be shut down. 

“The operators have killed the goose 
that laid the golden egg by going out 
on this strike,’’ said Mr. Mudge. “The 
Rowland machine has got four of the 
Lest jobs. Operators earned from $125 to 

$150 a month for nine hours’ work on 
the bonus wires. The machine is doing 
all of this work now, and these jobs are 
not availab‘ie for Morse operators.”’

“LIFE’S JUST A BLUFF,” 
SAID RICHARD MANSFIELD 


In an address to the students of 
the University of Pennsylvania 
some time ago, Richard Manefield 
declared: 

“Life’s a bluff, and iff you're 
wise to the game, you'll bluff with 
the rest of humanity. The differ- 
ence between the man off the stage 
and the man on it is often merely 
that the first acts, while the oth- 
er acts acting. 

“The art of acting is the crystal- 
ization of all the arts. It is, there- 
fore, the most difficult of all the 
arts. Mediocrity houses no oppo- 
sition, but strong individuality and 
forcible opinions make enemies. 
Many an actor has set out with an 
ideal, but failing to gain general 
favor, has abandoned it for the 
easier method of winning popular 
acclaim.”’ 

















Richard Mansfield's most recent en- 
gigement in St. Louis was played at the 
Olympic Theater the week beginning 
Monday evening, Dec. 17 last. Through- 
out the entire week, with the exception 
of a Saturday night perfermance of ‘Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde,” he appeared in 
the title role of Henrik Ibsen’s fantas- 
tic drama, ‘‘Peer Gynt.” 

Mansfield first emerged into promi- 
nence in St. Louis during the theatrical 
Season of 1883-84, and his first notable 
engagement was played at the old FPeo- 
ple’s Theater. now Havlin’s. at Sixth 
and Walnut streets, which was then un- 
der the management of W. C. Mitchell. 
Mr. Mans§eld’s OWN Manager for this 
a tg was Joseph Robertson of 
St. Louis, and the play in which he ap- 
wig egy Bee!

The engagement was not a financial

Mr. Mansfield was born tin 1857. at 
Heligoland, Germany. His mother was 
Mme. Emma Rudersdorf, in her day a 
brilliant singer. His father was Mourice 
Mansfield. As a child he accompanied 
his mother on her long concert tours and 
went to most of the capitals of Europe. 

Later he was put in Derby Schooi, in 
England, from the head master of which 
he acquired a great admiration for 
Shakespeare which afterward made him 
ambitious to become an actor. 

V. §S. Gilbert, the famous Hbrettist 
and playright, gave Mr. Mansfield his 
first chance on the stage as Sir Joseph 
Porter in “Pinafore.’’ Roles in other 
Gilbert and Sullivan operas followed for 
a few years and then Mr. Mansfield de- 
cided to try America again. - He made 
his debut as Dromez in ‘‘Les Manteaur 
Noirs’’ at the old Standard Theater in 
188", but the following year sprained 
his ankle while dancing in Baltimore 
and had to give up work again and to 
face poverty. 

About that time A. M. Palmer was 
preparing to produce “A Parisian Ro- 
mance.”” Mansfield applied for and was 
given the insignificent role of Tirandel 
in the piece. 

J. M. Stoddard had been cast for the 
leading role of the Baron Chevrial, but 
had thrown it up, declaring that it. was 
not worth the efforts of an actor of his 
prominence. Mr. Mansfield pleaded to 
be allowed to play.{t, and, grudging'!v, 
was given the opportunity. 

The production took place on Jna. 10, 
1885, and Mr. Mansfield’s performance 
proved to be a triumph in the public es- 
timate. With that one night’s work a 
new star of the American drama was 
created, and on the next morning the 
actor awoke to find the foundation laid 
for a brilllant career. 


His Rapid Rise. 


The remaining steps of Mr. Mans- 
field’s climb to his present eminence are 
familiar to all theater-goers, for each 
year he appeared in all the large cities 
in a new play. 

He was successful in a remarkably 
wide repertoire, from Koko in ‘‘Mikado” 
to “Richard IIl.’’ He created the parts 
ef Beau Brummel, the titular roles in 
“Dr. Jekyll! and Mr. Hyde” and “Cyra- 
no de Bergerac,”’ and played Shylock, 
Henry V, Beaucaire and Brutus in ‘Ju- 
lius Caesar." <A score of other roles 
were portrayed by him with marked 
success. 

Outside of the theater. Mr. Mansfield 
had been a source of almost as much 
entertainment as in it. His nervous- 
ness. temper and egotism led him Into 
many difficulties with his associates 
and gained for him much unenviabie 
publicity. 

Trust Bowed to Him, 

He was almost the only great star to 
whom Theatrical Trust had been 
unable to dictate or swerve from ar- 


tistic endeavor. He shouldered his own 
risks and made his own productions, re- 
fusing all interference in his own af- 
fairs. On account of his genius and 
great popularity he had been able to 
play in theaters of his own selection. 

In his domestic life Mr. Mansfield’s 
reputation was unapproachable. He 
was married in 1888 to Miss Beatrice 
Cameron, who Was at that time his 
leading actress. They had one son, 
who is said to have in- 
of the Mansfield genius, 
althou he was never permitted to see 
hie father art.

Adrian H. Joline, John D. Rockefel- 
ler’s lieutenant in the management of 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railroad, 
talked to a Post-Dispatch reporter Fri- 
day about “popular delusions,” in the 
office of General Manager Allen in the 
Wainwright Building.

Legislatures Not Informed. 


“State legislatures are not fitted by 
training or experience to decide whe the: ?

ness way to have a 2-cent passenger 
rate, but they have passed laws impos- 
ing that rate on the railroads in some 
states. 

“If I should decide that a grocer 
should sell certain commodities at a cer- 
tain price it would bc thought absurd, 
but people never seem to think of this 
as applying to a rallroad. 

“It ought to be self-evident that rail- 
roads cannot carry passengers at the 
same rate in all parts of the country, 
and that the 2-cent rate must result dis- 
astrously in some places. The Texas 
Legislature sensibly defeated such a bill, 
because in a sparsely settled State pas- 
sengers cannot be carried at 2 cents a 
mile. In my opinion, the regulation of 
rates should be left to competition be- 
tween the railroads, which will result 
in an —. adjustment.

There Are 50,149 in St. Louis 
Who Work Day and Night 
for Wages. 








St. Louis women to the number of 
50,149 work for wages, according to the 
report of the labor census on the work 
of women. One-fourth of the woman 
population of the city are wage earn- 
ers and each morning fare forth at the 
call of the whistle to toil in offices, 
. stores and factories or hearken to the 
alarm clock and get busy with the duties 
that fall to those that ‘‘live out,” 

In spite of the cry of alarm about the 
scarcity of servants and the tendency 
of wage-earning women to fill men’s 
jobs, the report shows that more St. 
Louis women are getting paid for cook- 
ing meals and dusting off the furniture 
and waiting on the table than for any 
other kind of work. 


One-Quarter Are Servants. 
One-fourth of the employed women 


are at that kind of work. The exact 
number is 13,393, or at least it was when 
the report was written. One or two may 
have quit their jobs in the interim. 

Women in every feminine occupation 
also take second place. Of the women 
who work, 6018 are laundresses. Cer- 
tainly there has been no complaint of 
male washwomen of women usurping 
their places. 

The seamstresses line up with 3905 and 
their natural allies, the dressmakers, 
have an enrollment of 3474. If they 
were to consolidate they could take sec- 
ond place. 

It is about neck and neck between the 
saleswomen and the teachers. There are 
2401 of the former and 2400 of the latter. 
The stenographers number 2279. 

Are 890 Housckeepers,. 

Other feminine occupations and the 
number engaged in them are as follows: 
Housekeepers, 890; laborers, 370; mer- 
chants, 486; milliners, 1099; musicians, 


517; nurses, 1286; packers and shippers, 
442; tailoresses, ls64; textile mill opera- 
tives, 282; textile workers, 354; cigar 
factory workers, 1108; boarding-house 
keepers, 266; bookkeepers, 40; clerks and 
copyists, 41; boot and shoe repairers, 31; 
bookbinders, 9; unclassified, 3943. 

The feminine population of the city, 
above the age of 16, is 196,511. Of St. 
Louisans between the ages of 16 and 20 
about ha:f are breadwinners. The num- 
her of such women is 29,623, and of these 
14,212 are employed. Only 3480 above the 
age of 4 are engaged in earning a liv- 





ng. 

But one-fourth of the total number of 
breadwinning women are of native par- 
entage.

“FIRST IN EVERYTHING.” 
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WHERE WATERWAY TALK WILL COUNT. 

Eleven formal speeches at least are on the 
Memphis deep waterways program, to be delivered 
by as many aspiring statesmen. Much that is 
sound sense and a vast deal that is appreciative 
and oratorical may be expected. 

Brevity is the rule of modern effectiveness, 
and it had been thought to limit these speeches 
to about ten minutes each. Those who have the 
ceremonies in charge have not yet notified the 
speakers of the limit, but they should take care 
to do so. 

It takes a great deal of actual common sense to 
fill out even ten minutes of talking, and some 
men can tell all they know in less time. Per- 
haps some of the Governors to assemble at Mem- 
phis would be giad of a limit that would relieve 
them of the necessity to tell what they don’t know 
about the subject. 

The place where talking for a deepened chan- 
nel must be relied on is not at Memphis, and 
the orators there would better waste no breath 
in felicitations or in arguments to convince eaco 
other, but save it to persuade the East and the 
powerful political forces who either discredit or 
oppose the idea. 

And after all the talking is done, East and else- 
where, the real work will heve to be accomplished 
through practical politics, in organizing the con- 
gressional representation of the Mississippi Val- 
ley into a macnine that will demand and force 
appropriations for the work. 

An informational campaign will also have to 
be carried on from day to day among the people 
generally, who have been educated, partly by the 
railroads, to a belief that river transportation is 
obsolete and useless. They will have to be un- 
educated and retaught before the great national 
water highway can be procured with national 
funds.

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JUDGE JONES, JACKSONIAN. 

A fine old Jackson Democrat, a wise and just 
Judge and a rare old ex-Confederate, is Thomas 
G. Jones of the United States District Court for 
the Middle District of Alabama. 

Judge Jones meets all of Lord Mansfield’s re- 
quirements of a Magistrate. He is wise in the 
law, he is patient in hearing evidence and in 
meditation and when he acts it is with firmness 
and vigor. 

In his charge to the Federal grand jury the 
other day Judge Jones remarked upon the com- 
plaint that in the railroad rate cases the na- 
tional courts were lawlessly overriding the rights 
of the states, and said: 

What is there of substance in all this clatter and 
clamor that the United States Court has no right to 
entertain these cases and has done the citizens of the 
State a wrong in so doing? The cases fall within 
the very letter of the Constitution of the United 
States. They are ‘cases in equity’’ and “‘controver- 
sies between citizens of the different states,’ and, 
besides, involve the application of the Constitution 
and laws. The exercise of jurisdiction by the Federal 
Court in this class of cases has always been upheld 
and repeatedly affirmed by the Supreme Court of the 
United States in numerous decisions. No man who 
will take the trouble to read the Constitution will 
doubt the jurisdiction for an instant. ete tale 

Some have seriously told the people, because the 
cases involve a rate law, that their decision concerns 
purely local affairs, and are therefore wholly with- 
out the operation of the Constitution, and that the 
Court in entertaining these cases meddles with that 
which concerns it not.: Courts do not select the cases 
they try, and can.turn no man from the portals of 
justice whom the law permits to enter them. Is this 
a local matter? Is it a local matter under the Con- 
stitution and laws of the United States whether a 
citizen or person be deprived of property without due 
process of law, or shut out, by threats and intimida- 
tion or ruin to his business, from the court which the 
supreme law of the land opens to him, to compel him 
to abandon the protection of writs it affords him? 
Does not the supreme law of the land give the citizen 
of the United States, as such, quite apart from his 
rights as the citizen of the State, the undoubted right 
to test such matters in the court of the United 
States? Who can say nay? 

Jackson himself was not clearer in his under- 


standing of State and national power than this 
Judge has shown himself to be. Jackson himself 
did not more emphatically support the supremacy 
of the nation in its proper sphere. 

It is fortunate in many ways that one of the 
sharpest of the recent controversies between 
State and Federal tribunals has taken place with- 
in the jurisdiction of Judge Jones. He has a 
lineage and a record which cannot be success- 
fully assailed. 

Southern born, educated for the profession of 
arms, a brave soldier of the Confederacy, a mem- 
ber of Gen. Gordon’s staff, the officer in gray 
who bore the flag of truce for Lee at Appomattox, 
a student of law, a maker of State constitutions, 
a Governor who did his duty fearlessly under all 
circumstances—fighting mobs and preserving the 
public credit, Judge Jones on the United States 
bench is now, at the age of 63, in a position 
to emphasize many of the ripe judgments of his 
maturity and much more effectively_than a young- 
er or less experienced man could hope to do. 

He knows that there is no real conflict between 
State and Federal law. He knows that our sys- 
tem is just and all-embracing. He knows that it 
is Democratic and that, while it has often been 
assailed by Democrats, it has had no mightier 
supporters than Democrats. He knows that no 
one’s real rights suffer from judicial review and 
that no citizen of the United States can be de- 
barred from the courts of the United States. 

This is no new power, either, which he asserts. 
It is as old as the republic. It was questioned 
and misunderstood and misrepresented for years, 
as many other things were, but it has existed in 
the plainest of constitutional terms since the 
foundation of the republic. 

In fact, the Federal courts were instituted to 
protect citizens of the United States from just 
such clamor, excess and passion in the states as 
that which has sought in Alabama and North 
Carolina to cloud the issue between the local and 
the national courts. They have served their pur- 
pose well and are still serving it. Acting only 
within the narrow limits of their jurisdiction, 
they menace nothing but wrong, and no real 
right, State or other, has anything to fear from 
them. 

Because their jurisdiction is strictly limited, it 
has been attempted at times when interest, ex- 
citement or demagogy was paramount, to deny it 
altogether and that is the error in this case. 

A government of checks and balances has 
worked very well for a century and a quarter. 
One of its most essential features is the dual sys- 
tem of courts acting upon the same people, but in 
different spheres. 

Judge Jones fully appreciates the necessity for 
such an arrangement and the country is to be 
congratulated on the fact that it finds in him, 
an old-fashioned Jackson Democrat and an ex- 
Confederate soldier, a supporter of the constitu- 
tion and the laws so able and so uncompromising. 
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Richard Mansfield's death deprives the Ameri- 
can theatrical world of its first figure and one of 
its strongest factors, while Shaksperian drama 
loses a devotee of wide influence—and easily its 
greatest modern “Richard III.” As manager and 
producer, as well as enacter of parts, Mansfleld’s 
high energy and ability counted for much in the

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a Much Discussed Evil.

YOUNG woman from Texas has demonstrated an effective and unmistak- 
A able method of dealing with the “masher nuisance."” She choked and s-ap- 
ped a man who endeavored to attract her attention, near Broadway on 
Locust street, in sight of the throngs on this prominent business corner. She 
calmly told her husband of the encounter and he expressed pride in a wife who 
would resent an insult and assured her that she had rendered a public service 
for defenseless women who have been annoyed without redress. 

After personal experience, this fearless matron declares that ‘“‘no woman 
need be afraid to thrash such low-bred cowards."’ She expressed surprise 
that men who happened to witness the encounter did not offer any assist- 
ance, “but I didn’t need it,”’ she sald, and added, “Down in my country he 
would have got worse than a beating—his life would have been very apt to 
have paid the forfeit for the outrage.”’ 

ARE YOU A FATHER, BROTHER, HUSBAND? 

Husbands, fathers and brothers of St. Louis women find it distasteful to 
coach their wives, mothers, daughters and sisters to defend themselves with 
tooth and fang, but on the other hand they are not willing that these same 
loved ones shall be subjected to ingults, when they are not safe from such 
‘@mmoyances even on the crowded streets of the city. 

These men, the truly chivalrous, and who under no circumstances would 
‘be “mashers,” know positively that good women are frequently victims of men 
‘who delight in annoying the defenseless. An admission of such insults is 
eonclusive evidence that they were not themselves t blame. 

The assertion comes from a man surely lacking ‘in a sense of truth, that 
mo woman who conducts herself as becomes a woman will be annoyed by any 
man, no matter how low his moral character. He takes the responsibility 

ef the entire masculine gender on his shoulders and charges the fair sex with 
‘being frresistible temptresses. 

With an occurrence such as the one referred to above, where the passers- 
‘By on the street are shocked by the sight of a woman punishing a man, the 
| “masher” problem has passed beyond the stage of a joke. The serious sttua- 
‘tion {s apparent and decisive action imperative. 

Certainly, to a great extent, every fndividual woman holds the power within 
\ herself to repulse any such advances, but it should not be necessary for wom- 
‘ankind to always be aggressively on the defensive. Fear of exposure is a pow-
